The delicate threads are passed 
through diluted acid, which separates 
the copper and ammonia, the result be- 
ing an extremely fine, lustrous fibre, 
which is employed as an imitation 
silk. This process, patented in Ger- 
many (D. R. P. 98,642) and in all other 
civilized states, is said to have the fol- 
lowing great advantages over those o£ 
Chardonnet and Lehmer: That 
the 


manufacture as well as the product is 
in no way dangevous. That the pro- 
duction is much simpler. As a con- 
sequence, that imitation silk can be 
manufactured by th|s process at con- 
siderably less cost.

The first letter, dated April 3, 1773. is 
from Washington to Mr. Calvert, and 
reads as follows: 
"I am now set down to write to you 


on a subject of importance and of no 
•mall embarrassment to me. My son- 
in-law and ward, Mr. Custis, has. as I 
hare been Informed, paid his addresses 
to your second daughter, and bavins 
made some progress in her affections, 
has Boliclted her in marriage. 
How 


far a union of this sort may be agree- 
able to you you best can tell; but I 
should think myself wanting In can- 
dor were I not to confess that Miss 
Nelly's amiable qualities are acknowl- 
edged on all hands and that an alli- 
ance with your family will be pleasing 
to his." 
. 
But the couple was very young, and 


the letter goes on to recommend a 
postponement for two or three years, 
in which time Mr. Custis "might pros- 
ecute his studies and render himself 
more deserving of the lady and useful 
to society." 
That Mr. Calvert acquiesced in thia 


new l« probable. In a letter of April 
13 to Lord Dunmore, governor of \ ir- 
ginla Washington bids him farewell 
in these words: "The design ot my

The Klebcot Man of Hu Time- 


As the years went on Washington's 


lands Increased in value, and when he 
died, he was one of the richest men of 
his time. 
He owned lands'and stock 


and negroes, and his estates amounted 


' to thousands of acres. He had houses 
i in Alexandria and property in Wash- 


ington. 
He had valuable lands near 


the present site of PIttsburg. He wai 
throughout his life a money-maker, 
and I was told at Alexandria that 
when he was a boy he got $5 a day and 
upward for his surveying. He put his 
surplus money into lands, and an ad- 
vertisement In a Baltimore paper of 
1773 states that he bad 20,000 acres of 
land for sale on the Ohio river. His 
will, which is now kept about twenty 
miles from Washington, in the sate of 
the old court bouse at Fairfax, Va., 
gives a detailed statement of every ar- 
ticle he possessed down to the calves 
and aheep. 
His personal estate waa 


then put down at $532,000, and this In- 
cluded a vast amount of tobacco, large 
numbers of cattle, sheep and horses, 
nearly all of which he willed to bla 
wife.
